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THE STATE OF THE MONEY MARKET DURING THE 
WEEK. 
Tur rise in the Bank rate from 4 to 5 per cent. appears, as far 
as this week’s experience goes, to be effectual. Gold is not 
leaving the Bank, but, on the contrary, is brought to it, and 
the reserve of notes is increasing. When in February 
1861 the Bank rate was raised from 7 to 8 per cent., the 
effect was remarkable and immediate. The exchanges 
instantly turned, foreign capital was attracted hither, 
and bullion ceased to leave the country. The efforts 
of the Bank of France were neutralised. Before the rise 
to 8 per cent. it seemed as if nothing was effected; 
after that the tide instantly turned. The reason was that we 
then, and then only, began to offer to continental capitalists 
8 sufficient rate to induce them to send their money here for 
temporary investment. To induce a foreigner to send his 
funds here,—to buy, say three months’ bills,—the difference in 
the rate of interest between his country and this country 
must be considerable. One per cent. per annum is only five 
i a quarter, and the expense of transmission is 
necessarily considerable, and is to be deducted from the three 
months’ interest if the foreigner only intends his capital to 
stay here three months. This was the reason why 8 per cent. 
was at once effectual in 1861, and why 7 per cent. was in- 
effectual. It seems likely that we may for the present have 
Obtained over continental capital as adequate a command 
as we did in 1861, though at a much less cost, and in much 
less critical circumstances. This seems the present probability, 
but of course the experience has been too short to warrant a 
positive conclusion. 

Some sanguine persons are already fancying that the value 
of money will immediately go down. But the demand upon 
the bullion, both in France and England, to pay for cotton 
purchased from unusual countries which require cash for it, 
will probably be considerable for a long period, and will, we 


do not doubt, prevent a return to very cheap money for some 
considerable time. 














THE STATE OF PARTIES. 
THE exact peculiarity of our present politics is that we 
have a divided Parliament and a united people, The array of 
ae is as complete in mere externals,—the speeches of their 
ers, in office and out of it, are as vigorous and long,—the 
balance of numbers is nearly as equal as when a quarter of a 
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ment of Lord Melbourne. But Lord Derby, who remembers 
those times, must acutely feel the difference. He was then 
a leader of opposition to a policy which he desired to prevent ; 
he was then the leader of a party which had a marked policy 
to propose adverse to that of their opponents. The nation— 
the real thinking considerate men who form the basis of our 
polity and frame the deliberate opinion which in the last resort 
rules and guides it—were then thoroughly divided. A large 
section wished for Free Trade and Liberal measures ; a large 
section desired Protection and Tory measures. Now, all the 
considerate people of the nation, whether they may call them- 
selves Whigs or may call themselves Tories, think alike: the 
difference of mere opinion between such a Minister as 
Sir G. C. Lewis and such a leader of opposition as 
Mr Walpole is scarcely perceptible. The debate of 
last night was not a battle between two distinet and co- 
herent prineiples, but a group of skirmishes on outlying 
events. There was an entire unanimity upon the American 
policy, upon the Lancashire distress, upon all whieh the 
country really cared for. Mr Disraeli could only make objec- 
tions of detail which will not attract the attention of the 
public, which will not gain him one supporter in the nation, 
which will not destroy the confidence of evem one person in 
Lord Palmerston, which were uttered rather as a formal 
ritual than a set of real arguments. He must oppose in 
something ; it is his métier and his life, and therefore he 
opposed in these sundry matters. 


The claim of the present Government to office is a simple 
claim. It claims to be the better Executive of the national will, 
and it maintains that in the secret hearts of the best Oon- 
servatives it is generally thought to be better. Its supporters 
say that moderate and sensible men of all parties are really 
more satisfied with their experience of Lord Palmerston’s 
Government than with what Lord Derby’s Government was, 
or what perhaps it would be again. 


The interest which Lord. Palmerston has excited in all 
classes is of itself a source of power which dry politicians may 
sneer at, but which the driest must accept and regard. There 
is a vague strong sympathy with a statesman who, at a time 
of life when most people are shielding their bodies from toil 
and their minds from novelty, accepts the heavy work of 
office,—who masters with seeming ease the fresh transactions 
of every succeeding day,—who displays a manly English 
vigour that few young men can equal, and that suits our 
national temperament better than whatsome people would prefer 
—the slow, grave wisdom of a philosophic statesman. What 
the English people think, that Lord Palmerston will himself 
think, and therefore he is a natural leader in such a time and 
such an age as this. 


The intellectual strength of the present Cabinet, especially 
in the House of Commons where such strength is most 
requisite, is far greater than any which their adversaries can 
muster. Mr Gladstone has more financial knowledge and 
more disposition to introduce financial improvements, which is 

| @ critical quality in a Chancellor of the Exchequer when a 
happy economy gives him a surplus, than any one who could 
be opposed to him. Sir G. C. Lewis has a far sounder judg- 
ment, infinitely greater knowledge, and a keener detective 
intellect, than any statesman in the adverse ranks. Mr Dis- 
raeli has great experience, but somehow or other it has always 
beenan experienceof failure. His tactics are ingenious, but their 
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result is defeat. “He destroyed one Government by 2 Budget 
Which was designed to please every one, ‘but which pleased no

seizure of Mason and Slidell, many Conservatives were 
undeniably glad that the management of that critical con- 
juncture was in the hands of their opponents, and not in the 
hands of their friends. 

A smaller point, which however is not unimportant, is the 
great official experience which the Liberal party have now 
acquired by the long continuance of their tenure in office. 
They have been in office far more than two-thirds of the last 
thirty years. At the beginning of their reign they suffered 
much from the want of practical conversancy with political 
business. The party was called “a head with no hands”; 
the leaders knew but little of business, and the subordinates 
knew nothing. The Conservatives suffer now in the same 
way. The tradition of business has passed from them 
to their opponents. In time they would learn, of 
course, but the nation would pay for their education by ex- 
piating their blunders; and they cannot hope for such an 
opportunity for perfecting their skill as that of the Whigs 
thirty years since. The Whigs were followed by an over- 
whelming majority in the country and in Parliament, but 
Lord Derby would think it much to have any majority at all. 

Upon the whole, therefore, a reasonable and thoughtful 
person who considers political questions as so many now do, 
with very little if any reference to party ties, will scarcely 
doubt that any change in the Government should be a change 
for the worse, and that the present administration, though not 
without many defects, is far better than any other which is 
likely to be substituted for it. ne

financial year (1863) has began without any Budget having been 
passed in the Lower Chamber for that year.

But this, he said, was not 
the true meaning of the constitution. Practically no such 
exercise of right was ever contemplated. There has been a 
p left in the constitution. Nothing was determined in it 
as to the mode of action when the Upper and Lower House 
differed,—and the Crown had then, in the absence of any con- 
currence, both might and right to do as it pleased, and levy the 
old taxes without popular vote, either of previous or subsequent 
sanction. This means simply, of course, that the Crown may 
govern constitutionally without any consent of the people at 
all, so long at least as it can contrive to keep its own nominees 
in the Upper House on its side,—for it may always submit a 
Budget known to be distasteful to the representative Chamber, 
always get the Upper House to reject it “globally” with the 
alterations the deputies make in it, and always, therefore, 
secure the power of governing as it pleases ad interim. This 
is clearly exactly to reverse the constitution, nor could words 
more plainly forbid such a course of action than the words 
of the constitution do. M. Von Bismark’s objection, that 
if the Chamber has full power of rejecting a financial 


i}scheme it might bring the whole country to ruin by 


refusing all supplies, is true, but not in the least to the 
point. What the Chamber did do was to decline to sanction 
the cost of some changes in the military administration which 
would have given more power to the army,—a strictly 
constitutional step both in letter and spirit; and what 
the Government did, was peremptorily to deny the Chamber 
any discretion at all in the matter. This the deputies have 
very keenly felt. The deputies, individually in their speeches, 
and collectively in the remarkable address which they have 
voted by a majority of 157 (225 to 68), expressed their firm 
conviction that the King is yielding to evil counsels which 
will involve him in a conflict with his whole people. This 
address the King declines to receive from the hands of the 
deputies, and the Chamber in its turn declining the Prime 
Minister’s gracious offer to present it for them, has simply 
forwarded it to His Majesty by post. 
Thus the situation stands at present, and the curious thing 
is that the political relations being thus highly strained, there 
is still no actual rupture. The King sulks, but he does not 
dissolve,—and it is known that if he did, he must either have 
| recourse to a coup d'etat, or face an assembly even more hos- 
tile to him than at present. It is supposed that he will produce 
| the Budget for 1863 without any attempt to get the deputies’ 

assent to that of 1862; but even if they consider it at all, 
they will simply repeat the process of last session, and they 
may perhaps insist on having that of the previous year sub- 
mitted to them first. In either case, unless the King gives 
way, a rupture is imminent,—and a rupture that would em- 
bitter the nation against the King as far as it is possible to 
embitter this enlightened people at all. One thing is clear, 
however, from the very spirited debate on the address, that

DIFFICULTIES AND DANGERS OF RELIEF 
COMMITTEES. 


| Tue work of the Distributors of Relief in Lancashire, whether 
they are dealing with Poor Rates or with charitable funds, 
is now bringing them face to face with some of the nicest and 
knottiest questions of practical benevolence and of economic

Of course every one acquaini 
with the manufacturing districts saw at a glance ‘that the 
accusation must be incorrect, and was able at the same time 
to guess at the misconception on which it was founded ;— 
but unjust and untrue as it was in its essence, it pointed to 
one of the practical perplexities and possible abuses which the 
prolongation of the crisis in Lancashire is now bringing upon 
us. We shall endeavour to explain some of the difficulties 
and dangers in which the Relief Committees are now in- 
volved, and which they are endeavouring most conscientiously 
to meet and solve according to the measure of their wisdom 
and their strength, and in contending with which they ear- 
nestly desire the public sympathy and assistance. 
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It was designed at the commencement of the crisis, in order 
to escape the abuses formerly resulting from the system 
of “supplementing wages out of Poor Rates ’—which led to 
some of the most flagrant evils of the old Poor Law—that no 


operatives who were employed should be eligible for aid out ||

of the relief funds, 
rule would act both cruelly, mischievously, and suicidally. 
Many factories worked one day a week or two days, and the 
operatives employed therein, though able to earn something, | 
were not able to earn enough to support them; and as the | 
owners of these factories often worked this one or two days 
not for their own objects, but only out of kindness to employ 
their hands, the adherence to this rule would have had the 
inevitable effect of reducing the amount of work in the district, 
by compelling the operatives to decline employment in order 
to become entitled to relief, and by making it an act of charity 
on the part of masters not to work their mills, but to stop 
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them. And as it was especially desirable to keep as many |, 


mills going as possible, and enable the hands really to earn as | 
much wages as possible, it was found necessary to abandon | 
the rigid regulation at first adopted. As at the same time it 
was essential that those who could live on their reduced earn- | 
ings should not come on the Committee for eleemosynary aid, 
the plan was adopted of accepting “‘ vouchers” from the masters ' 
whose mills were partially at work, stating the amount of ' 
wages paid to the hands employed during the week. If this 
amount came for a family to less than 2s a head, it was made 
up to that sum by the relief fund or the Poor Rates. In this 
way the practice, theoretically so unquestionably vicious and 
dangerous, of “supplementing wages out of charity,” was 
forced upon the distributors of the national benevolence. 
From the first these gentlemen were aware of the danger, 
and were on their guard to detect and check the earliest ap- 
pearance of the feared abuse. But it was only with the late 
temporary revival of demand and increase of employment that | 
the embarrassment came before them in a practical shape. 
Their chief and paramount duty of course was to relieve none 
who could find work in sufficient quantity and on such terms 
as would enable them 4o live, or at least to earn 2s or 28 6d a 
week. Of course it would have been impossible—indeed it } 
would have been a manifest and grave dereliction of the 
duty confided to them by contributors to the fund for 
“the relief of destitution ’’—to have continued to retain 
upon their lists operatives to whom adequate work had 
been offered or was attainable, but who refused it because the 
wages they could have earned by it were less than they wished 
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for, or because the rate of wages was lower than they were f 


accustomed to or liked. Some. declined half-work, though 
half-work would have given them 5s or 6s a week, preferring 
idleness on 2s or 2s 6d. Such were manifestly not proper 
recipients of public charity, and were rightfully struck off the 
lists wherever the case could be made out against them. 
Others, again, not only would not seek work (temporary or 
continuous), but would not accept it, because, though it would 
have afforded them a subsistence, it was offered them at what 
they called a “reduction of wages”—i.e. a lower scale of 
payment per day or per piece than had been usual: in the 
trade before the calamity begun. The first difficulty—far the 
easiest to deal with—was felt very early in the day :—the 
latter one—far the more serious—has only just become 
pressing and painful. 

The case is not without its complications and obscurities. 
On the one hand, it is obvious and almost inevitable that with 
a glutted labour market—i.e. with twice as many operatives 
as there is full work to employ—the rate of wages should 
tend to decline. Such decline is not only the normal and 


| logical consequence of the state of things, but would ordinarily 


be its natural corrective and cure. If there were no relief

fund and no poor rates—or if both these sources of charity 
were administered on rigid principles—it is obvious that 
wages would fall rapidly to the lowest point which would 
afford a decent sustenance. There has as yet been no syste- 
matic reduction of the rate of wages, nor do we believe there 
is any desire on the part @ the masters (except in the rarest 
cases) for any such reduction, for they know it would not 
meet the evil ;—but still it is not just to the charitable public 
or to the employers of labour that the rates or the relief fund 
should be made use of to interfere with the operation of the 
natural laws of supply and demand. The contributors of the 
750,000/ which has been so liberally subscribed, gave their 
money to prevent starvation, not artificially to keep up the 
rate of wages; and their fands ought not to be used, and 
cannot be legitimately used, for this undesigned and unhealthy 
object. 

On the other hand, it never was intended and it cannot be 
endured that manufacturers should either pay their hands un- 
fairly low and inadequate wages in return for work actually 
performed, on the plea or in the knowledge that this in- 
adequacy will be made up to them by the Relief Commit- 
tees or the Board of Guardians,—or should avail themselves of 
| the fact that these bodies do supplement insufficient earnings 
| in order to reduce their scale of payment by day or by piece. 
Either proceeding would be as unjust and inadmissible a use of 
the charitable contributions of the country as the one on which 
we have just animadverted. Weare bound to say that there is 
not the least evidence as yet that any masters have been inde- 
corous or ungenerous enough to resort to either of these mea- 
sures, though some reckless a:sertions of the sort have been 
thrown out. But there can be no doubt that there is, and it 
is unavoidable that there should be, a tendency downwards in the 
| rate of wages, owing to the supply of available labour so much 
exceeding the profitable and natural demand for it ; and that 
the Relief Committees may either assist and accelerate, or in- 
terfere with and retard, this tendency, according to the prin- 
ciples on which they may resolve to act. If they should 
continue to relieve men who have refused work because offered 
at reduced though living rates, they are artificially keeping up 
wages and wirtually aiding strikes. Uf, on the other hand, they 
refuse relief to any who can earn 2s or 2s 6d even by six days’ 
faetory labour, they undoubtedly make it theoretically possible 
for shabbily disposed masters to reduce the customary rate of 
wages to an altogether unexampled degree. Such is the 
dilemma in which they are now placed,—of the difficulty 
of which a menaced strike of colliers at Wigan, and a refusal 
of fair earnings by some fustian cutters at Warrington, are 
reported to be now giving them a foretaste. 

There are some minor but analogous perplexities which 
often come before them. One may be mentioned as a 
specimen. It may be pretty confidently stated that whenever 
a master works his mill for only one day or even for two, he 
does it for the sake of his “hands” and not for hisown. The 
said hands, however, are not always as grateful as they might 
be for this effort and sacrifice on his part; and knowing 
that in so short a period they can by no exertion earn sufficient 
wages, and knowing also that, however little they earn, the 
sum of 2s or 2s 6d will be made up to them by supple- 
mentary assistance from “The Fund,” they are apt to work 
very languidly and carelessly, so as not to earn nearly as much 
|| as they might do. In this way, the Relief Committees are 
placed in the position of unintentionally encouraging even 
the partially employed in dawdling and idle habits. Yet it 
is difficult to see how this mischievous result could be avoided. 

The plain truth is, there are rocks ahead in more than one 
direction. Eleemosynary aid to the amount of a million and 
a quarter cannot be distributed, even by the ablest, most 
honest, and most indefatigable men without making many 
mistakes and doing much mischief. All that they can hope 
is that the public will back them im their strenuous exer- 
tions, and will be slow either to miscontrue their proceedings, 
or to listen to hasty and unfounded charges against them. 
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AMERICAN PROSPECTS. 
We have abstained for a short time from any direct 
comments on the state of affairs in America, with the excep- 
tion of those relating to the financial operations of the con- 
tending parties, because there was no very decided change in 
the belligerent position, and because nothing had transpired 
which could throw any clear or new light upon the prospects 
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dark, but no longer monotonously so. There is no actual break 
in the clouds, but they are driving across the sky in a manner 
which appears to indicate a change of some sort. Within the 
| last few days several events have come to light, not pe | 
very important or conclusive taken separately, but not without 
considerable significance in their ensemble.

hit upon. He suggests no basis; he offers no opinion; he ig 
ready to give his assistance if called upon; but he conceives 
that the parties more immediately interested might adjust 
their differences between themselves, if really inclined to do 
so; and that they should not be so inclined, looking at the losses 
and suffering on both sides, he finds it difficult to believe, 
But just at the very time when he is reiterating his sugges. 
tions of accommodation, the world is surprised by the pub- 
lication of two documents which at first sight seem calculated 
to embroil him with both sides, or at least to make both 

; rather disposed to look suspiciously upon his overtures, and 
so to perplex the whole position. In his letter to General 
| Forey, written six months since but only given to the public 
a week or two ago—and given of course with his consent— 
the Emperor boldly proclaims his entire dissent from and 
opposition to the Monroe doctrine. He explains that he 
should consider it a very disastrous thing for Europe were the 
United States to extend their authority further to the South, 
so as to command the rich countries which lie in and along 
the Gulf of Mexico, and that he is desirous to do everything 
in his power to create a strong Government in the land he has 
now invaded, with the express object of raising up a check 
and a counterpoise to the insatiable and encroaching ambition 
of Transatlantic Anglo-Saxonism. [If the Union is ever 


to be restored, this is a deliberate declaration of war against 
the mostcherished dream and aim of the United States, and can 





scarcely be looked upon by those Northerners who still believe 
in success otherwise than as an almost hostile manifesto. The 
latest arrivals, on the other hand, bring us some imtercepted 
Confederate despatches, in which the President and Secretary 
of State of the Southerners announce their discovery of what 
they deem to be a plot of certain French imtriguers—acting, 
it is assumed, at the instigation of the Imperial Government— 
for detaching Texas from the Southern Confederacy with the | 
view either of its ultimate establishment as an independent 
State, or of its re-annexation to Mexico as soon as Mexico shall 
have fallen under the dominion or protection of France. Thus 
at first sight it would seem—unless, indeed, this alleged 
intrigue should turn out a mere mare’s nest—as if at the very 
moment when the wily Emperor was holding out the olive 
branch to the two combatants, he was dealing out impartially 
a sly blow at both. Or it may be that this curious action on | 
the part of so tortuous a politician may be susceptible of 
another interpretation. He may be of opimion that, as soon | 
as the United States begin to perceive that the independence | 
of the Southern Confederacy is a certain or at least a highly 
probable contingency, their anxiety to keep Europeans out 
of the Gulf may suddenly become more than lukewarm, and 
that they would look with favour rather than with disgust on 
the establishment of a powerful and well-governed State on 
the further frontier of their hated rival. As soon as the new | 
Republic is recognised and consolidated, Mexico, whether held 
by France or by a native Government, will become the natural | 
ally of the United States. Again: the Emperor may well 
fancy that if the Federals are destined to lose their seceding 
brethren, they will not be at all disposed to hinder him from 
weakening those Seceders by seducing Texas from its new 
allegiance. Nor is it wholly impossible—when we consider 
the dark and complicated character of the Potentate on whose 
motives and course we are speculating—that he may be 
brooding over some inchoate scheme of offering his alliance to 
the Confederate States and asking for Texas as the Trans- 
atlantic Savoy which is to reward him. 

Tt does not, however, ap from the latest accounts—

Agriculture. 


PROFITABLE FARMING. 

Wuar is or is not profitable farming may be taken, when we look 
around many of the rural districts, as a problem not altogether 
easy of solution. Burke, at the end of the last century, told us 

|| that the farmers of that period seldom made money, and did little 
|| More than pay their rents, subsist, and continue their race. And 
although since that time husbandry as a business in England has 
undergone many phases, and is now carried on on very different 
Conditions, there are still many occupiers of farms of whom it is 
i to understand how they contrive to pay their rents and 
taxes, and retain a livelihood for themselves and families. At least 
only their extreme frugality and general abstinence from comforts 
can account for their persistance in the business. Such farmers 
possess but little capital; and though their actual position is but 
little better than labourers, any change they could make would 
teldom amount to more than to become merely labourers. Yet 
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depends also on the proportions which may be in old pasture or in 

















every day’s experience shows that farming to be a really profitable 
business must become an affair of capital, and conducted and man- 
aged with that spirit and forecast which are essential to the suc- 
cess of commercial enterprises. While every season affords a 
lesson to the farmer as to his dependence, in the first place, on the 
weather, it at the same time proves to him the absolute necessity 
of having such a command of capital as will enable him to with- 
stand the reverses which. are inevitable in bad seasons. Such 
seasons too commonly recur several years together. It is true that 
good seasons also usually occur for several years in succession, and 
it is most essential therefore to successful farming that the good 
seasons should be set against the bad. To this end it is 

that the farmer should be assured of the possession of his farm for 
a considerable number of years, and hence, among other reasons, 
the importance of leases. Most farmers experience the truth of 
these remarks in the course of their careers; but so long a time 
must elapse during which a farmer is passing through a cycle of 
good and another of bad seasons, that any errors he may make are 
often not easily remedied. When, therefore, an agriculturist of 
experience himself, and who has had great and favourable opportu- 
nities for observing the experience of others, gives the rural world 
his views of “‘ The Essentials to Profitable Farming,” he is entitled 
to great attention. 


At a recent meeting of the Hexham (Northumberland) Farmers’ 
Club, Mr John Grey, of Dilston, read a paper on that thesis, 
wherein he dealt with modern husbandry as the means of obtaining 
emi from an employed. After referring to the present 

nowledge and use of artificial manures, and the very different 
qualifications essential to a successful farmer of the present time 
as compared with the farmer of former generations, he said, ‘‘ More 
education, intelligence, and knowledge are now required to 
keep up with the progress of scientific agriculture.” He then 
enumerates as amongst the essentials to profitable farming, 
capital, judgment, industry, intelligence, probity, and good 
moral conduct. On each of these heads he enlarged with | 
effect. First, the very foundaticn stone, and without which profit 
from farming cannot exist, is capital. ‘A rock on which many | 
make shipwr2ck at the outset, leaving themselves to work after- || 
wards in shoals and difficulties,” is want of sufficient capital. He || 
justly says, ‘The man who engages a larger concern than he has |! 
capital to do justice to is always at the mercy of the times, if they || 
prove unfavourable, to bring him to a standstill ; is compelled to |’ 
dispose of his produce in low markets, and unable to take advan- 
tage of a good bargain if it comes in his way.” Then in reference 
to the capital required to stock and enter upon a farm, regard || 
must be had to the various customs which prevail in different || 
parts of the country. In Northumberland, it is usual to give the |' 
tenant six months to pay his rent after it has actually become due, 
which often enables him to realise money from the produce of his || 
farm in aid of his funds in hand, and to that extent renders less || 
capital necessary on entering. ‘‘ The amount of capital required for 
entering upon a farm has often been stated at a certain sum, but 
that cannot be applied to farms indiscriminately, so much depends 
on the quality of the land, as 100 acres of very good land will 
require as much stock as 200 acres of inferior quality. Much

tillage. But it may be safe to say, allowing for such diversities, 
that the capital needful for entering upon a farm of mixed cultiva- 
tion and stock, with safety, varies from 5/ to 8/ per acre.” This 
is certainly by no means an over-estimate. ‘Then, he states it in 
another way, ‘‘it may be considered that a farmer should have at 
command four times the rent he engages to pay.” All such caleu- 
lations must, however, be liable to great variations. Thus, where 
‘* tenant-rights” are in force and take the place of leases, where 
tenauts build, enclose, or drain at their own cost, looking for 
repayment from their successors in case of change, ‘ the tenant’s 
investment becomes so great on the premises that it is no easy 
matter for a new tenant to encounter such an undertaking.” It is 
the freedom irom such payments by an incoming tenant, and the 
performance (when they are performed) of works of drai » 
repair, &c., by the landlord, which render so many English farmers 
satisfied with yearly tenancies. Their capital is solely employed 
in cultivation and stocking, and if the farm is in tolerable condition 
in reference to permanent improvements, they rub on with less 
capital than they would require to enter under “ tenant-rights” or 
even under a lease. 

Then under the head of judgment, Mr Grey rightly suggests that 
its first important exercise consists *‘ in selecting a farm suited to 
his means; next in making a just estimate of its worth ; and then 
in deciding upon the most judicious and profitable course of 
management to which it should be subjected. Another point on 
which it is essential for a farmer to exercise judgment is in select- 
ing the kinds of live stock which are most suited to the oe 
his land, its produce, and climate.” Ali that having been done 
judiciously, he will still have free scope for judgment “in bringing 
hig. animals to the greatest perfection, and selling them to the 
greatest advantage. There is no operation on a farm, nor any 
animal or implement by which it is effected, that is pot a subject 
for the exercise of sound judgment, the absence of which may 
greatly detract from its profitable occupation.” So it requires 
much judgment to arrange the cultivation on such a plan as will 
cause it to maintain the greatest quantity of live stock. And in

The decline in the value of imports Jast year, compared with the 
year preceding, is, though considerable, less on the whole than 
from the American war was to have been expected: it is princi- 
pally occasioned by the heavy falling otf in the quantity of cotton 
brought in. ‘The increase in the value of exports is really sur- 
prising when the closing of the American market is considered : 
It is chiefly owing to the treaty of commerce with England. 

The preceding figures do not comprise the precious metals, and

than she receives of English articles. Thus in 1862 the value of 
her exports exveeded that of the imports by not less than 
136,000,000f, and it would naturallyhave been still greater, as the 
Board ot Customs remarks, if grave perturbations in commerce 
had not been occasioned by the cotton crisis. It is true that the 
136,000,000f are less than the average annual excess of e 
compared with imports from 1857 to 1861, which was 170,300,000f 
and from 1847 to 1856, which was 152,700,000f; but it must be 
remembered that a considerable portion of the exports inscribed 
in Customs returns as made to England in the period from 1847 to 
1861 was really destined for the United States, and that in 1862 
very little was sent to that country via England.

Muller and Hauff, 5,396,750 silver roubles; Elipejeff Brothers, 4,283,232 ; 
Catherine Hoff, Sugar Co., 3,572,500; J. E. Guntzberg, 2,968,863 ; L. 
Knoop and Co., 2,521,800, the others being under 2,000,000; and the 
largest exporters were—Cattley and Co., 3,070,082 silver roubles; Ka- 
pherr and Co., 3,040,255; J. E. Guntzberg, 2,909,343; R. Forster, 
2,728,939 ; E. Hubbard and Co., 2,727,504: Wyncken and Co., 2,486,216 ; 
J. Dye and Co., 2,138,935; Hills and Whishaw, 2,066,884; the others 
being under 2,000,000. 

Advices from Quebec state that, last year, the number of vessels 
employed in the timber trade of that port was 838, being equal to 
505,615 tons. The largest shippers were Messrs C. E. Levey and Co., 
who employed 127 vessels, or 71,975 tons; and Messrs E. Burstall and 
Co., 115 vessels, or 67,028 tons. 

A commercial report from Calcutta, to Jan. 4, says:—The demand 
for piece goods from up-country has once more steadily set in, and in 
addition large speculative purchases have forced the market up a good 
five annas on 7-Ib shirtings.

In the corresponding week of 1853, the reassembling of 
Parliament after the recess had taken place. The Paris 
Bourse was dull in consequence of excessive speculation. An 
insurrectionary movement in Milan had been suppressed. 
The Turkish occupation and the war in Montenegro had led 
to considerable changes in the position of the Austrian armies, 
and a.rumour had been circulated that the Russian infantry 
corps in Bessarabia and the Crimea had received orders to 
occupy the Danubian Principalities. 

In 1860, negotiations were being carried on with the view of 
freeing Italy from the armies of France and Austria. The 
memorial of the Liverpool shipowners, urging that the prin- 
ciple of the inviolability of private property at sea should be 
acknowledged, had been presented to the Government. ‘The 
recent considerable drain of bullion still continued to vex the 
market, and much uncertainty was being expressed concerning 
the future course of the money market. 

In 1861, the Houses of Parliament had been opened by the 
Queen. The session of the French Legislative Chambers had 
also commenced. A new arrangement had been entered into 
by the Bank of England with the Treasury, for the manage- 
ment of the National Debt. The biddings for the Indian 
loan of 3,000,000 had reached 13,000;000/; and a rise of near 
2 per cent. had ensued in the stock. 

In 1862, a proposition had been made to certain houses im 
London to borrow on behalf of the French Government 
4,000,0007 for three months at 4 per cent. per annum, with 
4 per cent. commission, against the deposit of 3 per cent. 
rentes. The first issue of Government paper currency in India 
had been effected. The committee charged with the examina- 
tion of M. Fould’s plan for the conversion of the 44 per cent. 
rentes into 3 per cents. had reported in favour of the scheme. 
The money market in London had become unsteady, chiefly 
owing to rumours of the impending loan on French rentes. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the ‘‘other” securities, showed, in 1853, a deficiency of 
1,099,5827; in 1860, a deficiency of 6,759,530/; in 1861, 
a deficiency of 8,007,278/; and in 1862, a deficiency of 
3,255,633/. In 1863, the deficiency is 5,945,0761. 

Discount AND Monrey Marxet.—The effect of the bullion 
movements this week has been more satisfactory. It is confi- 
dently stated that the position of the Bank of France is each* 
day improving, and it is quite certain that purchases here for 
Paris account have for the present ceased. The news 
received from most of the European money markets have a 
cheering character. In St Petersburg alone, owing to the dis- 
turbance caused by the Polish insurrection, great derangement 
still prevails. No new foreign undertakings have been intro- 
duced; and, with the more favourable aspect of things, and 
the probability of easier markets, owing to the amount of bills 
which we have discounted before their arrival at maturity, the 
rate for long-dated bills has receded. Short bills are also 
taken on lower terms.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 

FRIDAY NIGHT. 
English wheat, in good condition, met a steady sale at 
Mark lane, to-dey, at full prices, but damp qualities were much 
neglected. In foreign wheat, a limited business was transacted, 
yet no change took place in its value compared with Monday, 
Malting barley was very firm, and other descriptions supported 
previous rates. Beans and peas moved off slowly, on former 
terms. For flour, there was only a limited inquiry, at late currencies. 
This week’s imports amount to 6,030 quarters of wheat, 4,740 
barley, 3,190 oats, 240 sacks and 11,660 barrels of flour. 
At Liverpool, this morning, the corn trade was in a sluggish 
state, at Tuesday’s quotations. 
At Alexandria, during the week ending Jap. 26, business in 
cereals was much restricted, owing to the scanty supplies on offer, 
and to the small quantities on passage from the interior. The 
sales were as follows :—Saide wheat, private trade produce, 9,459 
qrs, 27s 6d to 298; Beheireh wheat, private trade produce, 790 
qrs, 248 3d to 25s 6d; ditto, white, 256 qrs, 25s 3d to 26s 3d; 
ditto, Pasha’s produce, 245 qrs, 27s 10d; Saide beans, private 
trade produce, 1,834 qre, 25s to 268; barley, 270 qrs, 18s 9d to 
19s 94; Indian corn, 3,740 qrs, 208 6d to 24s per quarter ; cotton 
seed, 1,312 tons, 6/ 16s to 7/5. Freights continue very weak, 
say 4s to 4s 3d for beans to the United Kingdom for orders, and 
for other descriptions in proportion ; to a direct port, 3s 9d to 4s 
per quarter; by steamer to Liverpool, 3s. 

The Liverpool cotton market opened this week with a decidedly 
better feeling, and an advance took place of }d to $d upon the 
low rates of Friday last. Since yesterday, however, the market 
| has again become very dull, and not only has the advance of the 
| preceding days been lost, but in some cases still lower prices have 

been accepted. The sales of the week are 31,000 bales, including 
| 16,000 to spinners, 8,000 on speculation, and 7,000 for export. 


| To-day, only 2,000 bales have been sold, with a very depressed 
market. 

Subjoined is Messrs Nicol and Co.’s report of the cotton trade 
of Bombay to Jan, 12:—After the arrival of the mail of 3rd ult., 
bringing news of a more encouraging nature, prices rapidly ad- 
vanced, but subsequently subsided, owing to hulders showing too 
great an anxiety to realise.

As regards the general mail service, the department, 
in acommunication from the Secretary, dated the 10th 
May, 1860, thus expressed its intentions:—* This de- 
partment must refrain from binding itself by any posi- 
tive agreement with the Company ; but in the event of 
their scheme being successfully completed and brought 
into operation, the Pos« Office will be quite willing to 
consider the question of extending to the mail service 
any sdvantages which the Company's plans are capable 
of affording; provided those advantages can be secured 
at a reasonable cost.”
